Total of Fifty-eight
Lives Lost in Action

Several New Yorkers Are
Among the Killed as Re¬

ported by Pershing

The three casualty lists issued by the
War Department yesterday'.one army
and two marine corps-*-contain the
names of twenty-eight men from New
York City and New Jersey. The ma¬
rine lists reported three men from
Manhattan and one from Jamaica
wounded and one from New Jersey
killed in action and five severelywounded. The army list contains the
names of six men from Manhattan and
Brooklyn as having been killed in ac¬
tion or having died of wounds or other
causes and seven wounded. Two men
from New Jersey were reported killed
and two wounded.
Lieutenant Robert R. O'Loughlin,

listed as severely wounded, is a former
Columbia athlete and captain of the
1917 crew. He was commissioned a
.-ocond lieutenant in July.Last September, when other members
of the class of 1918 were returning to
their studies, Lieutenant O'Loughlin
started for France. He was in the
1rst American contingent to engage in
fighting in Lorraine, and for his ser¬
vice under fire was promoted to the
rank of first lieutenant.

Lieutenant O'Loughlin lived with his
brother. Gerald S. O'Loughlin. at 702
St. Nicholas Avenue. He will be twenty-
two years old next month. When his
class was graduated from Columbia
two weeks ago he was voted to be the
best athlete in Columbia.
Thomas F. Stuart, listed as being

severely wounded, is one of four broth¬
ers, all of whom are in the United
States service. He is nineteen yearsold and enlisted about a year ago. Be¬
fore he enlisted he was employed bythe American Express Company. His
parents live at 38 Beaufoid Avenue,Jamaica, L. I.

Corporal Charles A. Parker, agedtwenty-one, killed in action June 2,lived with his mother, a widow, at 736

Dutch Bearer of
Scheidemann Note

Denied a Passport
LONDON, June 19..Pieter Troel-

stra, the Dutch Socialist leader, who,
after a conference with Philipp
Scheideinann, leader of the German
Socialist party, intended to go to Lon¬
don to attend the annual conference of
the British Labor Congress, will not
be permitted to enter England, accord¬
ing to "The London Standard."

Troelstra, it is said, has been refused
a passport.

Socialists and labor circles have been

tente powers. The small boats haveexceeded the expectations of the NavyDepartment, which originally plannedthe vessels for coastal service in Amer¬ican waters. A storm off Charleston,which was stood beBt by the 110-foot-
ers, demonstrated for the first timetheir seaworthiness and superiorityover destroyers, it was stated officially.The results attained with the subma¬rine chasers have led the departmentto order more boats of that type than
was intended originally, and in a shorttime they will be delivered by theBcore. The Ford plants have not begunthe delivery of the "Eagle" type, but itis believd the first delivery will takeplace in July, and after that monththey will be turned out in Bteadily in¬creasing numbers.

Plans Closer Unity
Centralization Deemed Neces¬

sary as Americans Pour
Into France

TARIS, June 19..Because of the in-1
creasing number of American soldiers
in France and the increasing degree of
American participation in the war, the
government has decided to create a new

secretaryship for Franco-American war

cooperation. Th,e new department, which
will form part of the Premier's office,]
will be headed by Captain André Tar-
dieu, who, however, will remain as |
French High Commissioner to the Unit-
cd States. He will divide his time be-1
tween Paris and Washington.
Premier Clemenceau sent to Presi¬

dent Poincaró this afternoon the fol-1
lowing letter, with the draft of a decree
which, when signed, will be effective to¬
morrow:
"The development of Franco-Ameri¬

can war cooperation makes it necessary
to give thorough unity of direction to
all measures looking to its completion
.this as well in France as in the Unit-
ed States. ,

For Closer Cooperation
"The creation in 1917 of a high com¬

mission of the French government at
Washington has assured his unity of
direction for all matters to be settled
i:i the United States. A central office
of Franco-American affairs has, since
December, 1917, and under the direc¬
tion of the under secretaries at the
Prime Minister's office, had under its
care certain questions to be treated in
France.

'Just now the American forces are
increasing considerably, and a contin-
uous increase is expected in the next
"(¦w months. These considerations have
led me to believe that the centraliza¬
tion of efforts is necessary and that
it is expedient to strengthen still
further the direction of our coopera¬
tion with the United States in placingi'.t the same hands the bulk of the
q testions concerned.

Four Chief Objects
"If you approve of my point of view

I have the honor to ask you to sign the
following decree:
'"First.Thcro shall be created atthe Prime ¡Minister's«» office a secre-

taryship for Franco-American war co-
operation.

" 'Second.The secretary for Franco-American war cooperation is commis¬sioned to bring to its maximum effi-
ciency war cooperation between theUnited States and Franco. He will! have the authority to obtain to thateffect from every government depart¬ment or service all measures to co¬ordinate the work of military prepared¬
ness accomplished in tho United Stateswith the execution of the work carried
out in Franee; to supply all the needsof the American forces in France, as
well as French needs in the United
States; to establish and follow, in ac¬
cord with the American government,and especially toward neutral coun¬
tries, the policy of the inter-allied
agreements, and to supply all Allied,neutral or enemy countries with in¬
formation concerning Franco-American
cooperation. He shall execute all de¬
cisions on the above matters, referring,when needed, to the Prime Minister.

Provides All Facilities
" 'Third..To fulfil the objects of this

mission the secretary for Franco-
American War Cooperation has at his
disposal (1) The services of the highcommission of the French Republic at
Washington and New York; (2) the
tontral office1 of Franco-American af-
fairs, organized by the .lecision of De-
exmber 19, 1917, (3) the American de¬
partment of missions offire, (4) F'rench
missions with the Americans in the
interior zone. j" 'The general in charge of American
affairs, with the general and chief of;
the Allied armies, shall act as head of
the military department of the secre¬
tary for Franco-American war coop¬

" 'Fourth.. The organization of the
secretary's office shall be settled by
later decision.'"

Bonar Law and Curzon
Deny Cabinet Report

Explain That Only a Commit¬
tee on Home Affairs Will

Be Appointed
LONDON, June 19..Chancellor An¬

drew Bonar Law, in the House of Com¬
mons, and Earl Curzon, in the House
of Lords, to-day gave explanations of
a report that another cabinet for home
affairs was to be created.
Mr. Bonar Law said the report was

an entire mistake. It was simply in¬
tended to appoint a committee to deal
with definite sets of questions, and the
ultimate authority would be the War
Cabinet.

Earl Curzon was more explicit. He
said that a committee on home affairs
would be appointed. It would consist
of members connected with the princi¬
pal home departments and would meet,
under the presidency of the Home Sec¬
retary, at least once a week. All do¬
mestic questions requiring the coöpera-
tion of more than one department
would be referred to the committee,
Which would be empowered to reach
decisions on behalf of the Cabinet.

Two Britons Accused
Of Aiding Germany

Sir Joseph Jonas Charged
With Operating With Muni-

tions Ministry Employe
LONDON, June 19.Sir Joseph

Jonas, former Lord Mnyor of Sheffield,
and Charles Alfred Vernon, who is
said to have been employed in an im-
portant capacity in the Ministry of
Munitions, were arraigned to-day in
the Bow Street police court, on the
charge of having communicated use¬
ful information to the enemy.

In opening the case for the prosecu¬
tion the crown attorney said that the
homes of the defendants had been
searched and communications were!
discovered there showing correspond¬
ence with sources in Berlin where in¬
formation was required relative to one
of the Vickers works in England.
The attorney also read a number of

letters which passed between Sir Jo¬
seph and Vernon, showing that Vernon
received information from a British
subject of the percentage of Germans
employed in the new works of the
Vickers company in 1913, about the
manufacture of a new rifle and air¬
planes and new gear for the navy,
which Vernon passed on to Jonas, who
in turn sent it to a friend in Berlin.

It was pointed out by the attorneythat the information was correct and
that it would be useful to Germany.
Vernon was the son of a former part¬

ner of Jonas, named Hahn, and changed
his name after the outbreak of the
war, the attorney asserted.
